Ttie annual report lor the year ending 
June :'.0. I.viJ, of M K. Ingalls, I’resi- 
dent of Itie Cliesapeake A Ohio Kailway, 
presonts some reinarkahU- atatisties. Tiu- 
company was re organized iu the fall of 
18.MI, the year previous to wliieh it earn- 
ed J l.'iOO.OOil; last year it earneii over 
t*»,000,0U0. Not only was there an in- 
crease in jKissi-nger earnings, but also in 
the rule js-r mile, while freight tratlic in- 
ereOM-d w itb very nearly the .same rate 
per mile. To ^leet the demunii of the 
heavy export tratlic, new freight ami 
pas.si-nger piers and increased yards 
liave been completed at Newport News. 
Forty miles of double track over the 
mountains, now nearing completion, 
will be increased to seventy nd h-s 
during the next year. New braucli 
lines to valuable coal tields completed 
within the post year and others very 
ne.-irly rompleteii, will give increiiseti 
tratlic of that class. 'The main line is 
laiti with 7<') jiound steel, stone ballastetl 
and together with the rolling sUx-k aug- 
mented greatly during the jiast year, is 
in the tinest condition. With allj there 
increased fai-ilities the cost of hauling 
tratlic will be greatly reduced. Fur the 
tirst time in its historv tlie Cht-sajieake 
anti Oliie seems tu liave reaeht-d a divi- 
dentl prmtiicing pt-riod. By the conver- 
sion of preferreil slueks into -I j per cent, 
gtild liearing bonds u selieine whicti was 
approvetl hy tlie stoektiolders with great 
iinauimity. Tliei-e is a tixed inci'm.e 
from these lioldings, wliile hy tl e 
sehi-me cuuuuoii st-K-k is plaeeil nearer a 
diviilcnii.
